For 
ſince we are certain, that he was in- 
ſpired by the SPIRIT of the LorD 
Jesus, and ſpake and wrote (as alſo 
did the other Prophets and Evangeͤliſts) 
as he was moved by the HoLy GHosr,

Some are of Opinion that the Pen- 
man of this Goſpel was a jew born, and

CuRIisr, his Name was changed from 
a Hebrew to a Roman, and according- 
ly he was ſurnamed Mark, Acts xv. 37. 
.So likewiſe the Apoſtle Paul before his 
Converfion was called Saul, but after- 
wards he had the Reman Name of 
Paul given unto him, When Perſons 
Hearts are changed, tis well; when 
they are turned from Darkneſs 70 Light 
and from tbe Power of Satan unto Gop, 
then they may change their Names from 
Heathens to Chriſtians, or from Infidels 
to Believers. But otherwiſe for Peo- 
ple to turn from one Church to ano- 
ther, ot . one Denomination 
for andther, and ſo think themſelves 
Religious upon that Account, is the

All this they are lot to part with; ſo 
they periſh in truſting to heir own Good 
Works of Righteouf eſs. But Sinners 
who have lived in All'Manner of Out- 
ward Sin- and Widen are glad to 
Hear of the Righteouſneſs of CHRIST, 
becauſe hereby they ſee a Door of Sal. 
vation open'd to thek Souls, whereas 
before they thought they were aban- 
r to Deſpair _ e to _ :

Then they flee to the 
Righteouſneſs -of | CHRIST, they put 
their Truſt therein and are faved. What 
ſhall wwe ſay then ? That the Gentiles

-rael ꝛchich followed after the Law of 
Righteouſneſs, hath not attained to the 
Law of Righteouſneſs.

This will be welcome News 
to them, and they will greedily embrace 
it. This Doctrine of Evangelical Holi- 
neſs is ſuch a Myſtery, that Carnal Rea- 
ſoners ate ſtumbled at it. Indeed it is 
above the Comprehenſion of Natural 
Reaſon: if we go to reaſon about it, 
we are preſently at a Loſs, and we bring 
ourſelves into Bondage; but if we hear- 
tily believe it, we are Happy.

There hath no 
Temptation befallen you, but what befel CHI 18 
before you : He was in All Points tempted like as 
we are, yet without Sin. Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the Throne of Grace, that we may obtain Myrcy 
and find Grace to help in Time of Need. For in that 
be himſelf hath ſuffer'd being tempted, he is able to 
fuccour them that are tempted, Heb. ii. 18. iv. 15,16. 

Again, are you in Darkneſs or Diſtreſs of Solz 
Truft in the LoR D and ſtay upon your Gop, Ifai, ? 
I. 10. Do not hurry here or there; do not go tg 
do this Thing or another; for then you will only 

add to your Sorrow and aggravate your Miſery, 
Only believe.

_ neſs. In ſhort, believe in JzsUs- in All Trials, 
Troubles, Dangers and Afflictions. Believe in Him 
in Life and in Death: believe in him to the End gf 
Time, and you ſhall ſee his Face to All Eternity:
